RELATING TO JURY SELECTION AND SERVICE; AMENDING SECTION 2-215, IDAHO CODE,2

TO REVISE PROVISIONS RELATING TO MILEAGE AND PER DIEM OF JURORS.3

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of the State of Idaho:4

SECTION 1. That Section 2-215, Idaho Code, be, and the same is hereby5
amended to read as follows:6

2-215. MILEAGE AND PER DIEM OF JURORS. A juror shall be paid mileage7
for his travel expenses from his residence to the place of holding court and8
return at the same rate per mile as established by resolution of the county9
commissioners for county employees in the county where the juror resides,10
and shall be compensated at the following rate, to be paid from the county11
treasury:12

(1) Five dollars ($5.00), or a rate of more than five dollars ($5.00)13
up to twenty-five dollars ($25.00) as determined by the county commission-14
ers of the county where the juror resides, for each one-half (1/2) day, or15
portion thereof, unless the juror travels more than thirty (30) miles from16
his residence in which event he shall receive ten dollars ($10.00), or a rate17
of more than ten dollars ($10.00) up to fifty dollars ($50.00) as determined18
by the county commissioners of the county where the juror resides, for each19
one-half (1/2) day or portion thereof;20

(2) Ten dollars ($10.00), or a rate of more than ten dollars ($10.00) up21
to fifty dollars ($50.00) as determined by the county commissioners in the22
county where the juror resides, for each day's required attendance at court23
of more than one-half (1/2) day.24
